Most South Africans would not regard 1,8 MHz as a DX band. The majority of operators 
who are active on the band may never have heard a DX station there. 

Raoul Coetzee, ZSIREC, has just proved them wrong. He has received a DXCC certificate 
for proving that he has contacted more than 100 countries on the band! Raoul became only the 
fifth South African and the first ZS1 to achieve the milestone. 

Raoul operates from a small city lot, just a quarter wavelength in diameter. He uses wire 
antennas and modest power. However, a shrewd understanding of propagation and a lot of perse- 
verance make up for the modest station. Raoul works in the electronics industry and has been 
active since the 1980s. He operates very little on other bands, and sticks mostly to Code. 


The Sasolburg ARC has released the results of the ZS4 Sprint held at the end of May.

Southern Sudan, STO. Paul, N6PSE, sent out the following on 2 July (Press Release #4): "DXpe- 
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dition to Southern Sudan - In just a few short days, the people of Southern Sudan will declare 
their independence from Sudan and will become the new Republic of Southern Sudan. 

Vice President of South Sudan, Dr Riek Machar Teny has announced that admission, as a 
member state of the United Nations, will take place on 14 July 2011. 

The DX Friends and the Intrepid-DX Group continue to monitor the UN General Assem- 
bly and Security Council votes and are moving forward with our plans for a large multi-national 
DXpedition to take place soon after the UN admission occurs. 

Equipment has been procured and is being staged for rapid delivery to Juba, the new 
capitol of Southern Sudan. Team members have applied for their visas and we are awaiting them 
now. 

We have held several successful meetings with representatives of the Government of 
Southern Sudan. We have been issued an amateur radio license for the purpose of this DXpedi- 
tion. The Government of South Sudan is very supportive of our plans to visit Juba and to help 
them celebrate the birth of their new country. 

We plan to soon be in the new capital of Juba and to be ready to start our DXpedition 
after admission by the UN. We will have 18 operators operating 24/7 on seven active stations. 

At this time, we are seeking Foundation, Club and Individual Sponsors to help us defray 
the costs of carrying out this very important DXpedition.

The United Nations Security Council will then bring it before the General 
Assembly on 14 July. The Southern Sudan is then expected to be the 193"! member/nation of 
the UN. Word has it that once this happens, the International Telecommunication Union (ITU) 
will issue an international dialling code within 48 hours of their membership into the UN, and will 
provide an ITU prefix block. Stay tuned!

I will only call if I can copy the DX station properly. 

I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 

I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX fre- 


quency or in the QSX slot. 


I will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 


I will always send my full call sign. 


I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 
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I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 

When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it in- 
correctly. 

T will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 

I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
